President McKinley wus given a 
hospitable reception at Atlan’.a on 
tlic occasion of his visit to that city 
last week, lu his address to the 
Legislature of Georgia, he said: 

"It is an uncommon pleasure to 
he thus greeted by the representa- 
tives of the State of Georgia, and it 
affords me much gratification to be 
here and rejoice with you over the I 
signiug of the treaty of peace with 
Spain. 

"Sectional lines to longer mar the 
map of the United States. Section- 
al feelings no longer holds back the 
love we bear each other. Fraternity 
is the national anthem, sung by a 
chorus of forty. live States and our 
territories at home and beyond the 
seas, Tbe Union is once more the 
1 einmou altar of our love and loyalty 
our devotion and sacrifice. Tho old 
Dug again waves over us in peace 
with new glories which your sous 
and aura have this year added to its 
sacred folds. What cause we havi^ 
for rejoicing is saddened only by ti*e 
fact that so many of our brave men 
fell on field or sickened and died 
from hardship and exposure and 
others returning, bring wounds aid 
disease, from which they will loeg 
suffer. The memory of the dead 
will be a precious legacy and the dis 
abled will be the nation's care. 

"A nation which cares for its dis 
abled soldiers as we have always 
done will never lack defenders. The 
national cemeteries for those who 
fell in battle are proof that tbe dead 
as well as the living, hav* our love. 
What an army of silent sentinels we 
have and with what loving care their 
graves are kept! Every soldier's 
grave made during our unfortunate 
civil war is a tribute to American 
valor. And while when those graves 
we;e made we ditfered widely about 
the future of this Government, these 
differences were long ago settled by 
tbe abitrament of arms — and tue 
time has now come in tbe evolution 
of sentiment and feeling under' the 
providence of God, when in the 
spirit of fraternity we should share 
with you in the care of the graves of 
the Confederate soldiers. 

"The cordial feeling now happilv 
existing between the North and South 
prompts this gracious act, and if it 
needed further justification it is 
found in tbe gallant loyalty to the 
Union and the flag so conspicuously 
suown in the year just passed by the 
sons and grandsons of these heroic 
dead. 

"What a glorious future awaits 
us if unitedly, wisely and b. avely 
we face tbe new problems now press 
ing upon us, determined to solve 
them for rignt and humanity!"

250.73, and the commissions paid 
$24,693,634 72. The companies as 
well Its the agents are exidently do- 
ing very well. 'but what about tbe 
insured? They pay the freight. 



Convicts Hired 

Frankfort, Ky., Dec. 14 — The 
old contract with Martin & Co , tor 
the output ot the penitentiary chair 
plant was so amended today as to 
make almost a new contract. Mar- 
tin & Co , are to buy all tbe lumber 
and cut stock now on hand and own 
ed by the state, to hereafter furnish 
all their own material and foremen 
for the factories and to pay 40 cents 
a day for the labor of 650 convicts 
Under tbe old contract, the state fur 
nished all the material that went into 
the chairs, and Martin was to pay a 
price for tha chairs that would yield 
the state 35 cents a day for each con 
vict. Under this contract the state 
is said to have lost $100,000, amt 
was tbe real cause of the passage of 
uronston prison bill. When tbe 
650 convicts get to work there will 
be only 125 indie men in the peniten 
tiary out of over 1,400.

tion. ‘A bouse divided against itselt 
can not stand,’ paraphrasing Lincoln’s 
declaration, I may add that this na 
tion can not endure halt republic aud 
half colony, halt free and half vassal. 
Our form ot government, our tradi- 
tions, our political interests and our 
future welfare all forbid our entering 
upon a career of conquest. 

“It will be easier, I think, to end 
the war at once by ratifying the 
treaty and deal with tne subject in 
our own way. The issue can be pre- 
sented directly by a resolution of Con 
grees declaring the policy of the na- 
tion upon this subject. We should 
reserve a harbor aud coaling station 
in Porto Rico aud the Philippines in 
return for services rendered, and I 
think we would be ^justified in asking 
the same concession from Cuba. But 
the Philippine islands are too far 
away and their people too different 
from ours to be aunered to the Uni- 
ted Hates, even if they desired it.”

This will sooner or later cut off impor 
tations, and when this is done there 
will be no imported goods to collect 
taxes «fl of. The great bulk of the 
revenue has heretofore been raised 
this way. This gone, we must look 
elsewhere for the money. The inter- 
nal revenue tax as at present laid, 
even with the items taxed under the 
exegenciea of war, will not yield a 
sufficiency, and the only alternative 
that would bear lightly upon the 
masses, is the income tax, which the 
Supreme Court says is unconstitution- 
al, reversing the holding of the court 
for nearly a huudred years to reach 
this conclusion. The Federation of 
Labor meets the issue squarely, and 
the constant agitation of th^Juestion 
will ultimately result in a reversal of 
the court and a tax upon the great 
incomes of the wealthy class, unless 
this class manages to continue its 



If a rot r 
C lam, perchance his very existence in 
the business world depends up< n 
those he has trusted. Ir the debtor 
ftils to meet his obligations, the cre- 
ditor, who is likewise a debtor to some 
b)dy else, must fail. Thus each man 
it a part of the machine, and a clog 
anywhere impedes everywhere, if it 
dees not ruin.

The non-payment of a small 
debt of one man, it appears, would 
break nobody, and is a very inconse 
quential matter in the affairs of the
